"gereating a first data quantity value representing a quantity of data stored in the memory at the first point in time. 
To further applicant's understanding of the references, it is first, to recommand applicant to read the entirity of the references which may 
expertise the prosecution. Second, to convienence the applicant, there are a few terminology that would help to expertise the 
understanding of the cited art for example: Queue, is to be considered as a type of memory which in the case of Gorti, to store data, bits, 
values, elements or the like in Gorti. Queue level, considered in Gorti, as the quantity data stored with the queue. Epoch, referring to Gorti 
as a point in time. Pipe, as considered to be queue by Gorti. Signals, refer by Gorti as signals as bits, values, elements, symbols, 
characters, terms, numbers, or the like. Last but not least, quantities, quantities in Gorti, take the form of electrical or magnetic signals 
capable of being stored, transferred, combined, compared, and otherwise manipulated. 

So, referring to Gorti, paragraph 0038 is summerize as: the quantity is determined within the pipe/queue at a point in time, which is based 
on many factors: flow available, excess bandwidth signals, etc. To further aiding the understanding of appellant, the flow available is the 
quality of data stored in the memory. 

It is concluded that applicant's argument and allegation is indeed in clear error, and not persuasive. 
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
